In the remarks applicant argues in substance that; A) The double patenting rejection is improper because there are many differences 
between the claims of instant application 10/055,773 and U.S Patent No. 7,065,579. 

B) Weisman is not a prior art reference because provisional application considerably varies from published utility application. Unless the 
examiner can prove otherwise 

C) Wiseman does not teach at least one of the one or more peer-to-peer platform protocols is configured to be used by a peer node to 
discover peer nodes that are member of specified peer group. 

In response to A) The examiner has shown all the claimed elements as required by the M.P.E.P. It is respectfully requested that the 
applicant explain his position "many differences between the claims". 

In response to B) Weisman is a prior art reference because subject matter of published utility application is present and supported by the 
provision application. It is respectfully requested that burden is on the applicant to prove otherwise. 

In response to C) Applicant is reminded that claim limitation must be given their reasonable broadest interpretation. Weisman teaches 
discovering peer-to-peer discovery protocol to discover other peers or nodes that is newly joined or not in current network or group (See 
abstract, P [0813-0819, 0838-0847]).
